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Infrared sensors 
being used to fight 
Wainfleet Bog fire

Firefighters from the Ministry of Natu¬ 
ral Resources are still fighting a 6.4-hec- 
tare fire in the Wainfleet Bog. 

Progress has been made in the bog 
since the fire was first discovered last 
Tuesday afternoon. The fire has not 
grown in size. 

As of last Sunday afternoon, Michael 
Reles, spokesman for Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority, said firefighters 
are working on containing the fire by cre¬ 
ating a 30-metre perimeter around the 
fire. 

Reles said there are two “deep burning 

He said the peat moss can be deep in 


some places, so firefighters wiU have to 
dig and hose those areas. 

"It's a complicated fire to put out." 

The ministry brought in infrared heat 
sensors Tuesday to search for hot spots. 
Reles said it was hoped the fire would be 
upgraded to “under control" on Monday. 

There are four classifications for a for¬ 
est fire: not under control, being held, 
under control, and out. As of Friday the 
fire was classified as being held. 

The NPCA said the fire should take 
between seven and 10 days to extin¬ 
guish. 

There must be three full days with no 
visible smoke for a fire to be considered 
extinguished.

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‘Bone dry’ conditions worry Niagara farmers

'Rescue rains’ are not yet on 
the way to save Niagara from 
arid conditions. 

Despite a forecast that called 
for showers last Friday and Sat¬ 
urday, Environment Canada 
senior climatologist Dave Phil¬ 
lips says it will yield no more 


than a drop in the bucket com¬ 
pared to what's needed in the 
region. 

Lawns in Niagara will remain 
yellow, temperatures will stay 
high and public pools will 
remain packed for the foresee¬ 
able future. 

It’s an issue being seen across 
the province as areas of Ontario 


combat drought conditions. 

“In the Niagara area it’s par¬ 
ticularly bone dry," Phillips 
said, adding in the past month 
the region has seen only 20 to 
25 per cent of its average pre¬ 
cipitation. 

But it’s not the dry weather 
alone that is posing a chal¬ 
lenge. 


The area is being hit with a 
“double whammy” due to the 
consistently high temperatures 
pushing the mercury past 30°C, 
he said. 

Most years, Niagara only has 
two to four of those high-heat 
days by this point in the sum¬ 
mer. Instead, the region has 
seen about two weeks' worth.

“It's that combination of very 
warm temperatures and very 
dry conditions, strong winds 
and lots of sunshine that's just 
drying everything out. It's not 
looking pretty." 

And relief is not in sight 
“What we’re going to see 
over the next couple of days 
is not the rescue rains that we 
need,” he said, adding Niagara 
is about 100 millim etres shy of 
where it should be for this time 


the additional precipitation

expected to stick around well 
into August 

The region needs four or five 
days, each with 20 to 25 mm 
of rain, to even make a dent in 
what’s needed, Phillips said. 

"What you want is the kind 
of rain that would ruin your 
holidays. The kind where you'd 
be playing Scrabble or video

thing end very soon.... These 
little teasers of precipitation are 
just not going to do it” 

The dry conditions are taking 
a toll on Niagara's agricultural 

Joseph Schonberger, presi¬ 
dent of the Niagara South Fed¬ 
eration of Agriculture, said his 
crops are nowhere near where 
they should be for the time of 

“They've been in for about six 
weeks and they’re about four 
inches high,” he said of his soy¬ 
beans. "It's starting to hurt” 

But Schonberger, with land 
just east of Welland, said he’s 
faring better than some other 
Niagara farmers he's spoken 
with, thanks in part to sporadic 
minor rainfalls being seen in 
the area 

Every drop of rain makes a 
difference, he said, though he’s 
hoping for a downpour. 

“It’s dry out there, but I’ve 
seen worse,” he said, recall- 

ago when most of his crops “all 
withered and died.” 

"If we catch a few lucky rains, 
then it doesn’t become an issue. 
But it's starting to get ugly out 

While heat is good for the 
crops, the lack of water is prob- 

Because of the acreages used 


for field crops, irrigation is often 
not an option, Schonberger 


“You just hope the weather 
turns around and you carry 
crop insurance that covers your 
losses, hopefully. It's all you can 
do. 


weather. That’s Fanning 101." 

Phil Tregunno, chairman of 
the Ontario Tender Fruit Grow¬ 
ers, said many of the farmers he 


of irrigation, which is "keeping 
(crops) alive right now.” 


“It becomes a high-cost crop 
if you have to do a lot of irrigat¬ 
ing,” he said, as it “adds a lot of 
labour and definitely a lot of 
diesel to pump water" 

Irrigation, which isn’t used at 
all some years, also means an 
issue with inconsistent water¬ 
ing, as some rows of produce 
are typically missed as a result, 
the owner of Tregunno Farms 
in Niagara-on-the-Lake said. 

He still has high hopes for 
this year's crops which, save for 
the drought, have had “perfect 
conditions” to grow. 

High heat means flavourful 
fruit with high sugar content, 
but dryness will affect the size 
of the produce if the lack of rain 
continues. 


That’s of particular concern 
with the peach season right 
around the comer. 

"This is a really critical time 
right now. It’s your final ripen¬ 
ing time,” Tregunno said 

seven to 10 days, it will really 
boost up the tonnage.” 

If rainfall doesn’t come, 
it could mean a 10 to 20 per 
cent reduction in the crop, he 
added. 

The situation is not yet dire 
for local grape farmers. 

"We do prefer a dryyeat; how¬ 
ever, this is getting too dry now. 
We're looking for rain," said 
Matthias Oppenlaender, chair¬ 
man of the board of directors for 
Grape Growers of Ontario. 

Many grape growers use irri¬ 
gation systems that have kept 
farms in "decent shape," but the 
dryness has been trouble for 
those without that benefit, he 


"For people who can’t irri¬ 
gate, we need rain in July for 
sure. Everyone is looking to the

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Hotel chemical suspect 
appears in court 

Police have laid additional charges 
against a man arrested in connection 
with the discovery of chemicals in a 
motel room in Niagara Falls two weeks 
ago. 

David Harrison, 43, appeared in bail court 
in St. Catharines last Friday where he 
was arraigned on charges of possession 
of a prohibited weapon and possession 
of a weapon while prohibited from doing 


so. He was previously charged with 
possession of substances which may be 
used to produce explosives. Defence 
counsel Andrew Burton requested an 
adjournment, saying there is 
“voluminous disclosure still outstanding.”

The motel was 
evacuated and a number of streets were 
closed. Police said 'various chemicals’ 
were found inside a motel room. 


Coin thief sentenced 

A 19-year-old Fort Erie man who 
scammed $800 in quarters from a 
laundromat in Fort Erie has been 
ordered to perform 50 hours of 
community service. “There's no 
good reason a young man like this 
needs to be idle," Judge Peter 
Wilkie said last Friday in Ontario 
Court of Justice in St. Catharines. 
Tristen Mason was also placed on 
probation for 15 months after he 
pleaded guilty to several charges, 


including theft under $5,000. 
Assistant Crown attorney Holly 
Nickel said Mason fed a $20 bill 
into the coin machine at the 
laundromat and then quickly 
removed it at the same time 
quarters were released. She said 
Mason repeated the actions a 
number of times, resulting in a yield 
of $800.
